Fewer Large Operations 


The extent of operations here is 
not as great as in a number of cities 
we have visited. By this we mean 
that there are fewer very large 
operations and more small individu- 
ally-owned supply houses. The city 
has several stores which will match 
those of any other community we 
have visited but none, by sheer size, 
dominate the entire Birmingham 
picture. 

Therefore Birmingham is a good 
place for the small businessman 
and most local supply house opera- 
tions began as just such small busi- 
ness institutions. They have grown 
gradually with the growth of the 
city as a whole. Patient and care- 
ful operation and slow expansion 
have paid dividends for this city’s 
office equipment and supply trade. 

It’s not a city given over to 
heavy exploitation methods or super 
salesmanship operations, Life in the 
selling field is far from dull, how- 
ever, and the average salesman has 
to keep on his toes today to keep 
his orders coming in steadily. Or-

Cross-Service Offered 


There is also a great deal of 
cross-service offered by the local 
supply men in the fields of print- 
ing, engraving, lithographing and 
rubber stamps. One offers advertis- 
ing and commercial art service. 
Multiple line dealerships are the 
rule rather than the exception. A 
few major appliance manufacturers 
are represented by branch offices 
but the local franchise arrange- 
ments are still fairly strong here 
and it appears that they will con- 
tinue to be so for a long time to 
come. 

The average local store seeks to 
be as complete in its stock of sup- 
plies, furniture, appliances and 
equipment as possible. The trend 
toward specialization has not hit 
Birmingham as yet, even though 
the area is larger than some in 
which we have observed it at a high 
peak.

Have Trade-in Problems 

The used office equipment busi- 
ness is beginning to appear once 
again on the Birmingham market 
and some furniture stores are show- 
ing an item here and there. Trade- 
ins are returning as part of the 
standard methods of doing  busi- 
ness and their return is being 
viewed with mixed reactions. No 
one particularly loves the trade-in 
problem, but it has become a definite 
part of the Birmingham operation 
and each dealer is beginning to 
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immediate selling goal have al 
ready disappeared from the shelves 
of Birmingham dealers. 


Stick to Old Lines 


Here and there a store can be 
found with a small stock of such 
merchandise on its shelves but no 
one has been hurt by the Birming- 
ham businessman’s quick  turn- 
away from such “off-brand” mer 
chandise. Most dealers bought 
sparingly and only to meet their 
immediate needs, for they had had 
many lessons in the past touching 
upon the local preferences for old 
well-established lines in everything 
from pencils to bookkeeping ma 
chines.

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and appliance dealers are going to 
attempt to keep as much of such 
merchandise in their own control as 
possible in order to prevent such 
stocks from entering this type of 
store. 

As soon as there is a surplus of 
equipment, such a situation will 
probably appear on the local market 
despite anything dealers can do 
about it, and this is an area in which 
buyers are very price-conseious. If 
merchandise was available for the 
used market today, new sales would 
be very much handicapped here in 
Birmingham, dealers told your re- 
porter, for new prices are much 
too high in the opinion of most of 
their customers. 

This has also been apparent in 
recent dealings, even with customers 
of long standing. There’s much dis- 
cussion about price today, particu- 
larly on major items, and prices are 
keeping some sales from being 
made. Dealers point to some price- 
cuts and show customers that in 
the light of current business con- 
ditions all over the country there is 
very little likelihood of any further 
price reductions on such merchan- 
dise; that there may even be ad- 
vances above today’s levels. So far 
this is making little impression. 

There has always been a price- 
selling problem in this area, and 
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there was even a degree of price 
consciousness in the not-long-past 
days when everybody wanted what 
no one could get. The customer who 
walks into a store to look over a 
major piece of office furniture or 
equipment of any kind and doesn’t 
start talking about price is a rarity 
in Birmingham stores today. 

And with this price conscious- 
ness there’s more demand for good 
trade-in allowances. Many firms 
have received just enough new mer- 
chandise to get along if they have 
to and they are not inclined to make 
further purchases until they feel 
the “market is right.” The fact that 
this may be quite some time is not 
seeming to exert much influence 
here. 

All of this makes for definitely 
sharper selling on the part of sales- 
men, both inside and outside the 
store. Supplies and minor equip- 
ment items are still moving very 
well here but a desk sale is once 
more assuming a point of import- 
ance in the life of the average sales- 
man in Birmingham. 

Really tough selling has not re- 
turned, but the days of easy selling 
have been gone for some time 
throughout this area. This has 
meant more concentration on sales- 
manship. Nearly every store has 
cleared its selling staff of dead- 
wood and the result has been that 
the trade as a whole more closely 
resembles pre-war days of selling 
than any we have observed for a 
long time in our travels. 


Study Salesmanship 


There’s a great deal of study on 
the problems of salesmanship going 
on within the ranks of store em- 
ployees. Classes are being held by 
some firms, pep talks are once more 
a part of a salesman’s regular life 
and good men are doing a lot of 
studying on their own. Books and 
trade journals are being studied 
more closely than ever before, for 
there’s once again an active com- 
petition for the good jobs in the 
business and few indeed are the 
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local salesmen who can rest on their 
oars. 

This does not mean to imply that 
there are not openings for top sales- 
men in Birmingham today. Almost 
every store would welcome such a 
man, should he put in an application 
for employment, for there’s a lot of 
business activity in this area and 
most of it can pay this caliber of 
salesman more than the office sup- 
ply and equipment field can offer 
him. 

All of us have read and heard a 
good deal about the low-wage scales 
of southern business. That was 
strictly a pre-war period for war 
time industry; national develop 
ments and tremendous migrations 
of good workers to better jobs in 
the North and East have all taken 
their toll. While gross pay may be 
a few dollars lower here as com 
pared with Kansas City or St. Louis, 
the net income, due to a slightly 
lower cost of living, is probably 
higher for the average salesman. A 
few of the emigrants have re 
turned during the last few months 
after finding out that while wages 
could be higher outside of the South, 
so also were living costs. 

The over-all improvement of the 
average southern worker’s income 
during the past ten years has done 
much to alter the complete picture. 
Bétter income has meant more busi 
ness for all types of stores with 
whom workers did their trading. 
And the improved prosperity of all 
of these different types of business 
has meant more orders for the mer 
chandise, appliances and furniture 
ham has to sell.

picture is anyone’s guess and there 
are a lot of them being made here 
in Birmingham. There’s a feeling 
that wages are due to drop but that 
living costs will show even sharper 
declines, and as a whole this will 
mean considerable benefit to this 
area. Few entertain any thought of 
the old southern scales returning or 
of the area ever again being looked 
upon with disdain by the rest of the 
country because of its economic 
standards. 

Birmingham has remained aloof 
from this position for many years— 
ever since it became of age indus- 
trially. It feels certain that no mat- 
ter what may happen in the rural 
South, the economic life of the city 
will not be affected as much as it 
has been in the past. During the 
war, and more particularly in the 
post-war years, considerable new 
industry has come into this area. 
The products of this industry are 


sold not only in the entire South 
but nationally as well. There is 
every expectation among business- 
men here that the future economic 
condition of Birmingham will close- 
ly parallel that of the country as a 
whole. 

Whether or not there will con- 
tinue to be a business growth of the 
area is another problem for the 
future to decide. Business today 
continues good, new industries are 
arriving steadily and there’s no halt 
in the promotional drive to build the 
city as one of the important busi- 
néss centers of the South. 

It also enjoys a top position with 
respect to geographic location, be- 
ing situated close to the center of 
the state and being the only major 
metropolitan city of the state. 
Memphis, Atlanta and New Or- 
leans are its closest competitors and 
all of these are some distance away.

Why June and July Issues Are Combined 


VVEARLY IN MARCH the composing room 
of the print shop in which, for several years, the 
reader text and the advertisements of OFFICE 
APPLIANCES had heen set and made up into 
forms for printing was shut due to disagreement 
between the employing printers of Chicago and 
the compositors’ union. The forms for the March 
issue were just about ready for printing, but the 
work could not be completed in a Chicago shop. 
Emergency arrangements were made and the 
March number was finally published after the 
first of April. Still operating on an emergency 
basis, April was mailed in May, and May in June. 


Datelines began to have no significance as the 
“emergency” printing service seemed to require 
five weeks to produce each issue whereas “nor- 
mal” service brought printed copies into being in 
four weeks time. During the irritating “emerg- 
ency” period other, permanent, printing connec- 
tions were sought. When that search eventually 
terminated in success, time had slipped away to 
the extent that it. was obviously necessary to 
combine two issues in order to catch up on a 
“first of the month” publication schedule. Thus, 
June and July numbers are being combined. All 
subsequent numbers should be issued on schedule. 


As only 11 issues will be published in 1948, each 
subscription will be extended one month.

Statistics have proved that in- 
creased productivity is the office 
manager’s greatest cost-saving 
implement. Let us see how 
through creative selling we can 
help him wield this implement 
more effectively, and at the same 
time cement our business re- 
lationship. In almost every office 
products are in use which should 
be replaced. Some are major, 
some are minor. All are costly 
to use. 


Study carefully the new de- 
vices which are appearing daily 
on the market. Select the best of 
these and bring them to your 
customer’s attention, for this is 
the only way he will know about 
them except through an occa- 
sional magazine advertisement. 
In some cases these will be im- 
provements on obsolete items al- 
ready in use. In other cases they 
may be entirely new short cuts 
to office efficiency 


Sell An Idea 


Choose some item each week 
and carry it with you into the 
buyer’s office. The unit cost may 
be small but that is unimportant. 
You are selling an idea—an idea 
that creates interest .. . stirs 
curiosity . . . and keeps the buy- 
er’s attention focused on you. 
Remember, he depends on your 
knowledge and information. The 
most obvious things to you may 
never have occured to him. For 
instance, you know a worn, de- 
fective pencil sharpener’ can 
chew up a gross of nickel pencils 
in a short time. An _ inferior 
stapling machine requires time 
and staples when it jams. List 
finders save time and avoid con- 
fusion. Scotch tape dispensers, 
work organizers, letter trays, in- 
numerable desk accessories are 
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all small in cost but invaluable 
to the man who uses them. 
Additional employees increase 


the demand for all office devices. 
When a new employee is added 
he must have a desk and chair, 
but frequently the smaller items 
are overlooked and he takes his 
time and his_ fellow-worker’s 
time borrowing these things or 
walking across the office to use 
them. Too trivial? Is any sincere 
interest you show in the welfare 
of your customer’s business tri- 
vial? 


Every alert salesman knows 
the importance of correct posture 
seating. He has seen the charts 
comparing the reduction of fa- 
tigue and increased _ efficiency 
with today’s hourly wage scale 
He knows that a $40.00 posture 
chair actually pays for itself 
within a year’s time; still through 
his neglect buyers everywhere 
are wasting money by keeping 
inadequate secretarial chairs 
Posture chairs must be sold. A 
demonstration will not always 
make a sale, but it will always 


make a friend of the girl for 
whom it was intended. 


Filing Systems Sell 


The most important single tar- 
get for creative selling is filing 
systems. Millions of valuable rec- 
ords are housed from year to 
year in delapidated cabinets filled 
with oddly assorted, carelessly 
arranged guides and _ folders. 
Thousands of users have never 
seen nor heard of a filing system. 
This, of course, is not true of 
properly supervised large instal- 
lations, but to an appalling num- 
ber of buyers a file means noth- 
ing more than folders and guides 
—any cut, any distribution, any 
grade. An uninformed girl says: 
“Send me some folders.” 

The uninformed salesman re- 
plies: “Swell, what cut?” 

“TI don’t know what you mean,” 
the girl remarks. 

The salesman comes back 
with: “How do you want the 
tabs, half and half or all the way 
across?”’ 

“Oh,” she says: “Left and right 


will be okay, it doesn’t really 
matter.” 

If you think this is an over- 
simplified illustration just start 
opening a few file drawers. Every 
salesman should know the system 
he sells and sell it wherever he 
goes. The field is unlimited, and 
any manufacturer will happily 
supply an abundance of required 
information. 

Post-war expansion means 
present sales expansion. We are 
in the golden age of selling—the 
era between the sellers’ market 
and the buyers’ market and the 
success or failure of the change 
depends on the ability and will- 
ingness of the salesman to fulfill 
his obligation. The money you 
save yeur customer today is the 
money you will be spending to- 
morrow. His cost of operation is 
part of your responsibility. To do 
a complete job he must have 
complete tools. Creative selling 
supplies these tools. 

It keeps old customers new and 
new customers always on your 
ledger. 





PAID STAFF MEETINGS

TAFF MEETINGS?” said an employer to me. “Huh! 
S They’re a waste of good time. Sure the employees 
attend, but they just sit there like bumps on logs, 
fidgeting like a bunch of kids in a kindergarten, or 
looking pained or resigned.” 

This employer has rather shrewdly summed up an 
employee attitude toward staff meetings which is too 
seldom recognized. He has long since concluded that 
mere attendance is not the answer to making staff 
meetings successful, and has given up in disgust. 

At least one small employer, however, has found 
what he believes to be the solution to the problem of 
making staff meetings pay out. This employer, like 
many others, holds staff meetings after store hours. 
Customarily employees attend such meetings on their 
own time, and this retailer recognized that fact as 
the crux of the situation. He not only compensates 
his employees for attendance at meetings, but he pays 
them time-and-one-half overtime. 


Employees Choose Night 

“I gave my employees a chance to decide what 
night they preferred to hold the staff meeting,” he 
explained to this writer. “But I impressed upon them 
that whatever night they selected must come ahead 
of all outside plans they might want to make. How- 
ever, meetings never last more than one hour, so 
that employees may make plans for the balance of 
the evening.” 

While some small retailers have undertaken to hold 
staff meetings early in the day, right after opening up, 
this rarely works out because of interruptions by cus- 
tomers. 

In the case of the employer cited, each meeting 
costs him about $20 for ten employees in the time- 
and-one-half pay, and even so he feels that the meet- 
ings are justified 
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Incidentally, the fact that he pays his employees 
for attending acts as a prod to him to make sure that 
the most is gotten out of each meeting and that the 
meeting is not allowed to run overtime in useless talk. 


While retailers may cling to the idea that loyal em- 
ployees should be willing to attend staff meetings on 
their own time, it should be observed that, to para- 
phrase an old truism, you can make an employee at- 
tend, but you can’t make him think or participate. 


Resent “Free Time” Intrusion 


Moreover, if employees resent this invasion by the 
employer of what they feel is their “free time,” a bad 
psychological condition is set up and put into motion. 
Under job compulsion to attend, employees may feel 
that something is being put over on them which they 
are powerless to oppose openly. However, they can— 
and do—block off their minds to all constructive ideas 
thrown at them. Their attitude is: “Well, they can 
make me attend, but they can’t make me listen and 
take part.” Resentment against the employer carries 
over into the next day’s work. If this description fits 
the reader’s staff meetings—and he should view such 
meetings objectively—compensation may offer a solu- 
tion. 

In the case of the employer mentioned, each meet- 
ing is devoted to one problem or store policy exclu- 
sively. In this way maximum benefits are assured. 
There is no chance for the meeting to wander into 
other subjects and dissipate itself. The subject is care- 
fully selected on the basis of necessity to focus em- 
ployee attention on it. The last quarter of the one- 
hour meeting is thrown open to discussion so that 
employees may get certain points off their chests, 
or elaborate certain experiences they have had, or 
express ideas germane to the subject under discussion.

“Display” Sells Drafting 


Mr. Taylor Outlines Several 
Usable Display Details on 


Equipment 


Methods of Increasing Your Drafting Equipment Sales 


HE SMALL OPERATOR throws 

away more dollars every year 
than he realizes. This is due to the 
fact that he has not given proper 
consideration to the promotion of the 
goods he has to sell. In this article 
I am going to deal with one line 
only in the average stationer’s stock, 
and try to show you how a little 
thought and effort will add hundreds 
of dollars to your sales volume yea) 
after year. 


Larger store groups throughout 
the country have capitalized on what 
is referred to as three-second sell 
ing. I would like to discuss this with 
you for a few minutes. If you could 
hire a salesman who could meet your 
customer, show him the merchandise 
and complete the sale, all within 
three seconds time, you would value 
that salesman very highly. Natural 
ly, the less time it takes him to 





make the sale, the less it costs you. 

There are more three-second sales 
made from a properly-arranged win- 
dow display than from any other 
medium you have at your disposal. 
If you will carefully plan the ar- 
rangement, spend a lot of time on the 
initial setup and make _ gradual 
changes from day to day, you will be 
surprised at the results. 

I am going to make a few sugges 
tions on the proper display of 
draughting equipment. In the great 
industrial centers there is a lot of 
this equipment sold. Mr. Merchant, 
you can sell more of it, much more, 
if you will make an attempt to let 
the public know you have it to sell 
by proper window display. 

The simplest way to show the 
smaller instruments is on a board. 
(*%4-inch planking ten inches wide 
will do.) Cut these boards the height 
of your show windows —just as

many as there are front corners to 
your windows. Now select a white 
material (briar cloth is a good one). 
This can be purchased from any firm 
handling display equipment. These 
firms are usually located in the 
larger cities and will be glad to take 
care of your wants by mail. If you 
get on their mailing lists they will 
send you samples and keep you in 
touch with what’s new in display 
stands and materials. 

The next step is to cover these 
boards neatly. (Have your painter 
paste the cloth on to them or stretch 
it tight and fasten it on the back of 
the board with thumb tacks or 
stapling machine). Next divide the 
boards by means of narrow colored 
scotch tape into squares (10-inch 
sides). 

Now by means of a tack, hammer, 
and pins, fasten smaller draughting 
items such as triangles, pencils and 
lettering guides on the board. Be 
sure that you show the price near 
the item on a very small white 
ticket which can either be wedged in 
behind the item or pinned on to the 
board. There is a larger percentage 
of sales made from a window with 
prices than from one without prices. 

These boards can be set in the 
corner of your windows where glass 
meets glass or background meets 
glass and they will stay put. How- 
ever, if there is a tendency for them 
to stand on a slant away from the 
corner, adjust this by means of a 
nail in the bottom corner of the panel 
away from the glass. These panels 
can be used on a horizontal slant in 
front of your display as well. 

To complete the display, use 
draughting tables and machines to 
advantage with all the accessories. 
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Use the table in the center of the 
Fasten a draughting board 
with some drawing paper in 
of the table.

tion and complete price information. 

One of.the most dramatic ways to 
display draughting equipment is to 
arrange your window (if it is large 
enough) just as if you were planning 
a draughtsman’s office for your own 
use. Plan it so as to show (in their 
proper places) as many items of 
draughting equipment from your 
stock as possible. (If you can bor- 
row or buy one) use a male man- 
nikin in his shirt sleeves bending 
over the board. All these things will 
help you attract attention, which, of 
course, means added sales. 


Follow “Rule of Three” 

In placing merchandise in the 
windows the “rule of three” is a 
good rule to follow. Although it is 
not a hard and fast rule it is valu- 
able, especially when trimming a 
mass display. When you are in doubt 
as to how many of an article to 
show, show three. One ruler laid on 


the floor does not look like much, 
two is not enough and three is just 
right when they are laid side by side 
parallel or staggered and equidis- 
tant. This same rule applies to the 
arrangement of merchandise in the 
squares. Of course if your window is 
larger you can use three draughting 
tables at different heights, three 
stools, three waste paper baskets and 
so on. Where you use risers or ped- 
estals in your windows the rule of 
three applies again in one-foot, two- 
foot, and three-foot heights. 

Now, many people in business 
would consider this process too much 
work and accordingly would neglect 
their windows or be satisfied with a 
“quick trim”. The wise merchant will 
give plenty of time and thought to 
the planning of his displays. In re- 
turn for his industry and patience 
he will receive the rewards of his 
efforts in greater across-the-counter 
sales. He cannot miss. 





“Automatic Change’ Window Policy 


Sparks Sales 


Bi-weekly Window Display Change and All- 
Night Lights Pay Dividends to St. Louis Firm

SIMPLE WINDOW DISPLAY program which util- 
A izes no “props” or manufacturers’ display posters, 
and is automatically scheduled for new displays every 
two weeks responsible for a large amount of the 
evenly-spread sales volume of Shallcross Printing and 
Stationery Company, St. Louis, Mo., according to Rich 
C. Lucke, manager 

Mr. Lucke believes that the average stationer does 
not employ display efficiently enough to get the full 
benefit from his windows. “Without our windows, 
many of our departments would show a sharp decrease 
in sales,” he pointed out. “We have been able to suc- 
cessfully establish rapid turnover in many lines, simply 
because our window displays continuously remind 
passersby that we have them in stock. If we were 
content to merely to keep a desk and chair in the win- 
dow as many stores used to do, we could not handle 
such items

display which appeared in the store 
during February. This consisted simply of a 6 x 4-foot 
sheet of plywood, covered with bright yellow crepe 
paper, on which were spaced two dozen small items 
apparently chosen at random from stock. This is a 

reminder window,” according to Mr. Lucke, made up 


Typical is 
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simply of small items which almost every business- 
man needs at one time or another, but which he will 
seldom think of until necessary. Included are list 
finders, memo books, cash books, scotch tape, receipt 
books, record sheets, check protector gadgets, carbon 
paper, vest pocket dictionaries, gum tape, telephone 
address file, wallets, staple removers, folders, tablets, 
bill folds, blank checks, coin purses and document 
folders. No price appears on any of these items—yet 
there is an immediate response whenever such dis- 
plays are placed on view. “The idea of a window 
like this is merely to catch people’s attention briefly 
and invite them in if they need any of the items 
shown,” Mr. Lucke said. “The fact that we leave our 
window display lights on all night, keeps the window 
selling long after store hours.” 

Since the end of the war, Mr. Lucke has been able 
to keep his windows exciting through showing items 
which have long been short. Early this year, for 
example, he featured a display of pencil sharpeners, 
around a sign which read “Need a Good Pencil Sharp- 
ener?” A plastic-enclosed, electric model was shown 
in the center, and behind that an entire case of steel 
sharpeners, of a type long off the market, were dis- 
played. This, naturally, brought in many office man- 
agers mindful of broken, poorly-operating sharpeners 
“back at the office.” 

Mr. Lucke uses timely common sense in window 
display. One of the cleverest ideas, which he has used 
from time to time during the winter months, is a 
display of circulating fans of the horizontal type. 
This is shown with a simple sign lettered, “Remember 
Last Summer? Air-flight circulating fans, $47.65.” The 
idea here, of course, is to induce the businessman to 
buy now while the circulating fans are available, in- 
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stead of waiting until next summer, when chances 
are far more dubious. 

“We work out all of our windows entirely without 
trim, such as draperies, manufactured props and spe- 
cial lighting,” Mr. Lucke declared. “Instead, we believe 
in using the merchandise itself to form artistic pyra- 
mids or enclosures. I don’t believe in using large- 
scale manufacturers’ displays, since these are usually 
duplicated a hundred other places in the city, and 
have no individuality for the customer. Therefore, 
all of our displays are made up strictly of logical office 
merchandise.” In the five years he has been doing 
the trim work, Mr. Lucke has also developed a schedule 
whereby everything carried in the store’s inventory 
of over 2,500 items gets into the window eventually 
at least once during the year. “This used to be a seri- 
ous problem until I hit upon the idea of making a 
list of everything shown in each of the two-week 
displays,” Mr. Lucke said. “In order not to duplicate 
at any time, I make a list of the things as they are 
used, and check it when setting up the next window, 
and all previous. Of course, some of our items are 
worth duplication, such as aluminum halltrees, files, 
electric fans and bookkeeping equipment. For the 
most part, however, the items will appear only once 
during the year. We have plenty of merchandise to 
make this reasonable.” 

An unusual point in connection with the Shallcross 
window is the fact that it “faces both ways”—a plat- 
form extending into the store from behind the win- 
dow, which is the equivalent of the window floor itself. 
Thus, displays are almost identical facing the glass 
and inside of the store, to further help the customer 
lured inside by specific merchandise. In setting up 
all these large window displays, Mr. Lucke uses en- 
tirely original ideas, and feels that he gets far more 
attention in this way. “We are surrounded by pro- 
fessional offices with no window displays whatsoever,” 
he pointed out, “and therefore, our displays are some- 
thing of a landmark on the block.”

NE OF THE BIGGEST prob- 

lems facing the merchant is 
how to promote and revive interest 
in that item of merchandise in his 
stock which, for some reason or 
other, is not selling as he thinks it 
should. There is usually a very good 
reason why this item is not doing so 
well and in most cases it can be 
traced to just plain neglect. 

If it is one item which is dragging 
behind, the answer is fairly easy. A 
good mass display in the window, an 
attractive show case display, a good 
ad in the local paper and usually the 
trick is done. If this does not do the 
trick, then price is the only thing 
that will move it if there is any de- 
mand for it at all. It does not pay 
to spend time, money or effort on an 
item which you know and have 
proven that the public does not want, 
you might just as well take your lick 


ing and do a better job of buying the 
next time. 

If it is a line of correlated mer- 
chandise which is causing you con- 
cern, then a good unit trim plus the 
counter display and the ad should 
be of real service in reviving the 
item. Now, for example, here is a 
well-planned unit trim of typing ma- 
terials which can be installed with 
very little effort and a minimum of 
preparation. 

As a center piece use a typewrite1 
on a typist table. Elevate these on a 
platform and at the base of the table 
make a trim of the following items: 
type cleaner, typing brush, stylus, 
noise-eliminating pad, eraser, typing 
paper and typewriter keys. 

On 12-inch boards elevated from 
floor to ceiling (as many as neces- 
sary) make a display of your carbon 
paper and stencils. Incorporated in 
this display, which consists only of 


tacking the packages on the boards, 
should be some quarter letter size 
sheets with a typewritten message. 
In the case of a six-copy carbon 
sheet there should be six quarter 
sheets each with the same copy. They 
should be marked (with pen) 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6 or 7th copy, as the case may 
be. On the board containing the 
stencils should be a sheet containing 
a sample of the work done with the 
stencil. This sample should be a 
message concerning the stencil and 
its superiority. 

Now, on a board along the front 
of the window you can show your 
typewriter ribbons. They should be 
shown in their colorful boxes and a 
sample of the work they will pro- 
duce should be incorporated in this 
unit. You wouldn’t believe the inter- 
est which is aroused by a display of 
this sort. It is very much worthwhile 
and worth the extra effort.

The difficulty, of course, is mostly 
light reflection. Most stores have 
this trouble with their show win- 
dows. The only way to efficiently 
overcome this reflection is to burn 
plenty of light not only at night but 
in the daytime as well. 

Too much expense, you say? Non- 
sense, it’s good advertising and com- 
mon courtesy. It is much better ad- 
vertising than newspaper advertis- 
ing, because it is permanent and 
works for you 365 days a year. 

It isn’t necessary to burn a lot of

light in order to overcome this re- 
flection. It depends entirely on the 
type of display you want to light up. 
If your windows are small and you 
are showing a single filing cabinet, a 
250-watt flood or spot light will do 
the job. Slant the spot by means of a 
double socket or a gooseneck and di- 
rect its rays on the item you wish 
to light. If it is necessary to light 
the entire window, smaller lights, 
evenly distributed, will do an 
efficient job. Your electric company 
will be glad to help you distribute 
the light in your windows to the 
fullest advantage. Don’t force their 
noses against the wall — give them 
plenty of light to see your displays.

i May Be Paying Much More for Delivery Than You Realize — 


Mr. Bush Outlines Seven Methods of Reducing Such Costs

OST OFFICE MACHINE deal- 
ers have a delivery problem. 
They have to get their goods into 
their customers’ hands and have to 
send out and pick up rentals and re 
pairs. Delivery is a substantial item 
in the cost of doing business. It en 
ters into the proper pricing of goods 
and services. It is important in main 
taining good customer relations, and 
in producing a profit. 

With these thoughts in mind, the 
writer has kept records of delivery 
costs during the past year. With one 
twuck, and one driver, it was a com- 
paratively simple thing to do. Here 
is what he found:

Figures in brackets are results of 
a government survey in lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley area, showing costs 
for 1% million miles, and 4-million 
hours of service. 

It was quickly seen that there 
would have to be some changes made 
in our policies, if we are not to spend 
too much on deliveries. The follow- 
ing rules were therefore adopted: 

1. No charge to be made for de- 
liveries within two miles. 

2. Charge of $.50 for deliveries of 
rentals from two to five miles 
(each way). 

















Charge of $1.00 for deliveries of 

rentals over five miles (each 

way). 

4. No deliveries of rentals or repairs 
over ten miles. 

5. No deliveries of sales over 20 
miles. 

6. Only one delivery to be made per 

day. 

Deliveries in suburbs to be made 


in one direction only, per day. 

This avoids long runs from one 

side of the city to the other. 

We have experienced no trouble 
from these rules. This is at least as 
good as department store service, 
and customers do not expect more. 
We are certain that this is a good 
method of reducing delivery ex- 
penses. 

It is true that it is possible to 
hire transportation. There are com- 
panies that make it their business. 
We were offered downtown deliveries 
at $.75 and suburb deliveries at $1.50, 
each way. However, we wanted to re- 
tain control of this part of our busi- 
ness. We wanted to insure reliable 
and courteous service. We believe 
that we can do this, and do it at a 
lower cost than can be had with 
these transportation companies. 

There is one thing that this sur- 
vey showed, and that was that it is 
no longer possible to make deliveries 
at $.50. Those dealers who have the 
old OPA figures in mind should in- 
vestigate delivery costs in their busi- 
ness. The results may be surprising.

Mr. Mansell cites the instance 
of a young woman who came in 
and purchased a roll of film. She 
looked over the merchandise and 
gradually wandered back into the 
displays of office equipment oc- 
cupying the rest of the store. She 
saw a portable typewriter she 
liked, and also inquired about a 
small adding machine. In the 
end, before she left her combined 
purchases came to $198! 

When the supply situation is 
better, the selling of photo sup- 
plies will be tied in with the 
regular selling of office supplies. 
Outside salesmen will include 
oe . we also handle such-and- 
such cameras, darkroom equip- 
ment or slide projectors,” in their 
routine selling efforts, according 
to the manager. 

“We've a big advertising pro- 
gram in our future program, and 
we're going after sales of photo- 
graphic items to churches, lodges, 
social groups and doctors in the 
vicinity who are moderate or 
large buyers of office equipment,” 
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he stated. “Direct mail will be 
used extensively in this advertis- 
ing. We hope to do very well 
with sound movies and slide pro- 
jectors, which loom large in the 
post-war market.” 

Chinese red, yellow and cream 
are included in the attractive in- 
terior decorating scheme of Ohio 
Business Machines, Inc. Large 
fluorescent light units hang from 
the high ceiling to within about 
ten feet of the floor, which is 
covered with black and red 
checkerboard linoleum tile. 

Three large blond maple show- 
cases with sliding glass doors are 
along the wall in the camera cor- 
ner. Their tops have a stained 
trim and, because of the unusual 
ceiling height, are used as van- 
tage display spots for tripods and 
lighting equipment. All-glass 
counter show cases are alternated 
with plywood fixtures for the 
handling of heavy merchandise. 
More showcases are to be added. 

One show window along the 
street affords about 30 square 
feet of display space for photo 
supplies,-while a few square feet 
around a column on the store 
front is used for tripod and 
screen displays.

“Reminder Ads” Spotted at Odd Points 
Are Furniture Sales Builders 


EMINDER ADS—small one-column, four-inch dis- 

play ads devoted to dozens of miscellaneous items 
chosen from stock as useful here and there in any 
office—have become consistent good will builders for 
Buxton & Skinner, office supply retailers in St. Louis, 
Mo. 

The secret, according to Buxton & Skinner, is the 
fact that such small ads are “spotted” in odd parts 
of St. Louis newspapers, where they attract more at- 
tention. Normally, small ads are less likely to be 
noticed by businessmen than large, general types 
which list numerous items “at a price.” However, when 
they appear near fashion pages or on news pages, 
they bring immediate results. 
we Typical merchandise advertised in this way includes 
fans, desk pads, chair pads, steel card cabinets, small 


personal files, desk clocks, memo books, and even 
leather goods. In each case, the ad shows only one 
item and gives a terse, thumbnail description which 
is more likely to stick in the reader’s mind than a 
lengthy amount of copy. For example, an ad on steel 
card cabinets reads “Designed for card records and 
other forms. Built of fine-grade steel. Olive green 
finish. All standard sizes in stock. Phone: CHestnut 
7100.” 

This simple message, which registers quickly with 
the reader, cleaned out a shipment of steel card 
cabinets within a few days in early January. Prefer- 
ential spots in the newspaper are obtained simply by 
making an effort to request them far enough in ad- 
vance that the publication’s layout men may make 
space for it, according to Buxton & Skinner.—RAL

CANADIAN STATIONERS HOLD 15th 
ANNUAL MEETING IN QUEBEC CITY 


Largest Guild Assembly Ever Held— 
All Parts of Canada Represented — 
1949 Session Scheduled for Toronto 


N THE FRENCH-CANADIAN city of Quebec, the fif- 

teenth annual meeting of the Stationers Guild of Can- 
ada broke all existing records in matters of registration 
and attendance, and reached new heights in program con- 
tent. Conducted in the Chateau Frontenac, Quebec’s 
premier hotel, on May 17, 18 and 19, the full time regis- 
tration figure was over 200 and the total number at the 


annual banquet was close to 300. Much of the credit for 


the success of the event goes to J. Robert Kirouac, J. A. 
Kirouac, Ltd., Quebec, the Quebec convention committee 
which he chairmanned, and Fred R. Smart, secretary- 
manager of the Guild. 

Quite a number of delegates arrived on Sunday after- 
noon.

He pointed 
out that two stores will look alike in size and appearance 
and one will far outsell the other. The businesses of two 
coal dealers will appear to be of similar size, but one will 
be more successful. Two stationers will have similar stores 
and locations, but one will achieve larger volume, probably 
at higher prices. . 

“The answer,” he explained, “was salesmanship. Most 
salesmen,” he added, “have likeable personalities.” Among 
suggestions offered were the following: Know exactly what 
your people want. Accept the role of buying counsellor — 
if I were you I would buy this product for what it will do 
for you; help buyer to act “now.” He touched on methods 
of closing orders and the successful use of the sentence, 
“That’s fair enough for you, isn’t it?” He stated belief that 
selling is a most marvelous industry and added that most 
sales are determined by a liking of the customer for the 
salesman.

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principal speakers the noted attorney, Stanley Weigel of 
Landels and Weigel, a foremost authority on fair trade, 
who twice has covered the subject before NSA’s annual 
convention. He spoke on the topic, “The Fair Trade Act— 
Its Meaning and Value to Retail Stationers and Why You 
Should Guard It.” Mr. Weigel reminded his audience of 
conditions which prevailed before Fair Trade and the 33- 
year struggle to get the idea adopted in 1933 over most 
bitter opposition. “It is never too late to get back to 
fundamentals,” he said, and then went into some detail 
about advantages gained, with a complete explanation of 
purpose and methods of application. He asked dealers to 
point out to manufacturers’ salesmen and middlemen the 
precise function of the Fair Trade Act. “Fair trade,” he 
stated, “is not national, but set up by separate state laws 
in the 48 states. It is approved by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 
Hear NOMA Representative 

Frank G. Macllroy, who covered the subject, “The Sta- 
tionery Salesman and the Office Manager,” was the first 
representative of the National Office Management Associa- 
tion who was an office appliance man himself. As West 
Coast representative for Commercial Controls Corporation, 
he maintains two offices and sells elsewhere through estab- 
lished office equipment and supply dealers. Formerly he 
sold for Library Bureau and Dictaphone. Mr. Macllroy ex- 
pressed his observation that the store business of a sta- 
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tioner provides a good living and that the men on the 
street make the volume greater and the business more 
profitable. “The men you send out represent you,” he said, 
“and the opinion created by their calls determine the value 
of the company to the prospect. Among the qualifications 
for stationers’ salesmen, he listed the following: Must like 
to meet people, good health, neat appearance, personal 
magnetism, desire to sell, must wear well, possess ambi- 
tion and leadership, have wil! to win. He cited requirements 
of the late Dave Duffield, formerly of Library Bureau and 
Yawman and Erbe, and other sales authorities. For traits 
expected by office managers from salesmen, he listed: 
Presentation organized in advance, not too informal or 
familiar on first call, do not run down competition, do not 
make extravagant claims, do not argue, refrain from tell- 
ing personal troubles, omit political talk, have all the 
answers on your own products, have brief case organized 
for immediate reference to contents, respect prospect’s 
wishes if he asks you to come back later, provide prompt 


action on complaints and respect the prospect’s judgment.

E. J. Coffey of Mutual Benefit Health and Accident Asso- 
ciation and Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Company, repre- 
sented the National Office Management Association in cov- 
ering the subject, “The Equipment Man Gives-Takes.” 


Comments on Dealers’ Salesmen 

Mr. Coffey’s talk was critical, as suggested by the sub- 
ject. He thought the dealers’ salesmen were not trained 
properly to present the merchandise they have to sell, nor 
to explain its application. It was his experience that not 
as many salesmen called upon him as before the war with 
sound ideas and suggestions to facilitate office procedure. 
For examples, he showed a sorting device and a circular 
portraying a type of cabinet. The sorter was on the market 
in Portland, but not available in other cities where his 
companies had offices. In fairness to dealers elsewhere, it 
is understood that the sorter shown is not in general dis- 
tribution, but sorters for similar purpose are available. 
Mr. Coffey’s remarks were well received. 

A forum composed of George Halling, The J. K. Gill 
Company, Portland, Ore.; Thomas M. Pelly, Lowman & 
Hanford Company, Seattle, and Chester L. Seeley, John W. 
Graham Company, Spokane, “prophets on profits,” dis- 
cussed the outlook for the remainder of the year. All 
doubted that the gross was likely to reach 1947 figures and 
thought the margin of profit would be less because of 
higher labor, freight and other costs, including prices of 
merchandise. Mr. Halling spoke of collections, delivery 
costs and other expense items. Mr. Pelly agreed and urged 
dealers to project their thinking into the future and cut 
their cloth to fit. “My company,” he said, “has department 
managers set up sales expectations a year in advance and 
month by month. Then all possible expenses are listed. 
A good picture of results for the next twelve months is 
obtained. The chart and performance for each month are 
compared and changes made if necessary.” To meet new 
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and better competition, Mr. Pelly said that the dealer must 
have a good organization, better trained salesmen, better 
merchandising policies and better service. “Better control,” 
he said, “is essential, including complete facts and figures 
on all operations.” 


Personnel Development Discussed 


Speaking on “The Human [Equation in Your Business,” 
Mr. Eldredge said that every young man has ambitions to 
be developed and knows how he wants to be treated. The job 
is for management to recognize and cater to those ambi- 
tions. Criticized when a sales manager for spending too 
much time with his men lest after such thorough training 
some one offer them more money and hire them away, he 
said, “Such men will still be among the company’s best as- 
sets if they do leave.” He referred to several such whose 
friendship he prized highly. “Show an employee you have 
interest and confidence in him,” he stated, “and you will 
create a better man, a better salesman, a better citizen.”

Considerable interest shown in Mr. Herr’s talk 
and a number of suggestions were offered from the floor. 
Ed Eisenstein, Shanahan & Company, Philadelphia, Pa., 
gave as his opinion that manufacturers’ most important 
outlet is through stationery dealer channels and since 
most dealers have spent many years in the business, he 
urged manufacturers to acquire a better understanding 
of dealers’ problems and give them all the help they can. 
Charles Lukens, Yeo & Lukens Company, Philadelphia, 
Pa., was of the opinion that dealers could have specialty 
salesmen as well as account salesmen, these specialty 
salesmen to be trained by manufacturers to sell their 
products. Irving Roth, Roth Brothers, Philadelphia, Pa., 
declared if he were a manufacturer he would place a 
factory-trained man at the disposal of the dealer for a 
period of time to work with and help the dealer’s salesman 
sell his product. He cited a case in point wherein a carbon 
paper representative accompanied his salesman, gave 
demonstrations and advice, with the result that sales were 
greatly increased, a higher-priced product was sold and 
his salesman gained knowledge and confidence which 
enabled him to speak with authority on the subject. He 
pointed out that if this practice were to become more 
wide-spread, dealers would have a better opportunity to 
cope with direct selling specialty salesmen.

London, June 1, 1948 

MAXIMUM PRICES ORDER 1948—The office machinery 
and equipment industry put forward a joint submission 
to the president of the Board of Trade, through the presi- 
dents of the O.A.T.A., T.A.T.F. and the Carbon Paper, 
Inked Ribbon & Duplicating Material Manufacturers’ 
Association. This resulted in the exclusion from the pro- 
visions of the order most of the products with which its 
members are concerned: 

1. Dictating machines, calculating machines and other 
office machinery, cash registers, plan cabinets and 
metal office equipment (other than safes) do NOT 
now come within the provisions of the order. 
Typewriters, that is to say, the actual machine as 
distinct from their component parts and accessories, 
are covered by the order. 

Component parts of and accessories for dictating 
machines, calculating machines and other office ma- 
chinery and cash registers are now specifically ex- 
cluded from the order. 

Inked ribbons, duplicating stencils, duplicating inks, 
punched cards, addressing machine plates and sten- 
cils, specialized stationery and supplies designed for 
use with and forming an integral part of some par- 
ticular office machine are regarded as being ‘com- 
ponent parts’ and therefore excluded from the order: 
carbon paper, attachments for the purpose of ex- 
tending the use of a machine and other articles de- 
signed expressly for use with the machine are re- 
garded as ‘accessories’ and as being similarly ex 
cluded from the order. 

The 1948 Price Freezing Order was obviously designed 
to cover consumer goods and not capital goods, such as 
office machinery and equipment, which are essential to the 
conduct of the nation’s business, having no alternative use 
other than for business purposes. 

The industry expressed its wholehearted agreement with 
the objective of the order but submitted that their prod 
ucts were inappropriate from every angle for inclusion 
in the order, which could not be made applicable either to 
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their goods or to the highly specialized type of business 
they conduct and to the service which is an essential 
factor therein. They had no desire to raise prices and 
fully endorse the policy of the British Government in itg 
measures to freeze prices and halt inflationary trends.

In briefj 
the exhibition from our industry’s export viewpoint was 
more of an advertising effort for the future than a serio 

business-getter for today. There were, of course, excep 
tions. The home buyer was also attracted and some goo 
business resulted but, of course, the chief aim of the Faiff 
was export.

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of tying in with holidays by means of seasonable ma- 
terial and the use of special sale ads. Manufacturers’ ads, 
as prepared for ‘easy copy’, are usually too crammed 
with information and are not striking enough, he asserted. 

To combat credit store and departmental store competi- 
tion, the Indianapolis dealer stressed the value of ads tell- 
ing potential buyers that they can purchase service as 
well as a typewriter. 

Next on the program was a comprehensive and thought- 
provoking address on the recently-promulgated Fair Trade 
Practice Act for the industry. This was delivered by Gene 
Taylor, Pantagraph Printing & Stationery Company, 
Bloomington, Ill., a former president of NOMDA. 

Mr. Taylor carefuly stressed the history of these Fair 
Trade rules, showing how they were not arbitrarily 
written by a governmental department but instead came 
into being after long discussion in which every dealer, as 
well as manufacturer, had an opportunity to join. He 
told of NOMDA’s role in preparation of these rules and 
stressed the many invitations issued by the Federal Govy- 
ernment to participate in drawing the code of practice. 

Two Rules Under Fire 

The address dwelt particularly with two rules which 
have been under some fire in the industry. These deal with 
typewriter trial period and the rebuilding of typewriters 
under the classification of “factory rebuilts.” 

Mr. Taylor quoted from the record to show that these 
particular rules had been inserted after long discussion 
and without objections being entered. He stated that there 
would, however, be recourse through a committee soon to 
be appointed comprising manufacturers, wholesalers and 
dealers. Any member of the industry can ask that a rule 
be amended, modified or clarified. If the objections are 
found feasible, the rule can be changed. 

Some of the COMDA members voiced the opinion that 
the present regulations in regard to trial periods for 
typewriters would lead to many “sales” of “demon- 
strators.” The second rule, regarding specifications for re- 
built typewriters, was objected to by James P. Ward of 
the Shipman-Ward Manufacturing Company, who main- 
tained that the standard practices for 50 years in re- 
building typewriters were being discarded, especially in 
regard to removal of key escapement and welding of 
broken frames. 

A modification of the “rebuilt” specifications will prob- 
ably be made, asserted Gene Taylor. 

Presents Advertising Plan 

Jack Weiner, Belmont Typewriter Sales & Service, 
Chicago, presented a plan whereby members of the asso- 
ciation could form a pool for weekly advertising in Chi- 
cago newspapers. Such advertising would stress service 
given to typewriter purchasers when a machine is bought 
from any of the dealers listed. The plan, for which a 
suggested copy layout was shown, was endorsed by a 
meeting of the COMDA executive committee later and 
Mr. Weiner was given the “go ahead” signal. 

The evening banquet, at which about 75 were present, 
found Hazen Ames of Ames Supply Company “picking up 
the check.” A tasty roast beef dinner was served in the 
ballroom of Hotel Kewanee and good fellowship prevailed 
for the program of entertainment arranged by Elmer 
Thiessen. Mr. Ames was given the hearty thanks of 
COMDA for his hospitality.

and yet providing perfect illumination for all furniture, 
This, supplemented with an array of desk lights, lamps 
and torchieres, provides sufficient lighting. 

The colorful mezzanine is devoted entirely to modern or 
contemporary designs, whereas the first floor is in tradi- 
tional only. 

The private office of President Peirce has been created 
in the very rear of the mezzanine. Here, the decorator’s 
imagination ran riot, for the walls were painted first in a 
magenta and then, when dry, a chartreuse was applied 
and wiped off. Everyone has praised the color effect. The 
red frequently comes through the green and in spots and 
crevices where the paint did not get through the combed 
plywood, the raw wood sometimes looks as if it had been 
stippled in gold. The west wall is entirely made up of 
windows; under them a low cabinet has been built the 
entire length of the wall with sliding doors covered with 
combed plywood. The factory type steel casement windows 
with their wire glass are now obliterated by the use of 
casement window draperies in a coarse mesh which per- 
mits light to come through. These hangings are in pale 
green and make a beautiful ensemble with the rest of the 
room. A wooden valance is in geranium red to complete 
the major color scheme. 

This office, complete with some of Pacific Desk Com- 
pany’s finest furniture, is not overdone despite its rich 
colors.
